Even the Japanese now celebrate the holiday 


of Christmas, though Japan Is not a Christian 
nation. 
Instead of discussing the 
true meaning of 
Christmas "as if it were an abstract theory, 
all who are seeking its meaning would do bet­ 
ter to seek it among their fellow human beings. 
They should observe innumerable acts of 
kindness performed for shut-ins, wards of so­ 
ciety, the aged, the crippled. 
They should look into the hearts of families 
whose members have been preoccupied for 
days with thoughts of kindness and consid­ 
eration for one another. 
They should be mindful that Christmas is the 
only day that millions of people like so well 
they wi->h it could be repeated every day of 
the year. 
It marks die closest approach to the triumph 
ot love over hate, of faith over doubt, of peace 
over strife. 
Its true meaning is in every individual's 
heart, not in any t reed, or doctrine 
Christmas has become a festival of kind­

Constitutional Change Needed 


An archaic provision in the Ohm Constitution 
h adding confusion to what already had shaped 
up a-- a bewildering election in 1966 Our .et- 
Unolected state legislators ought to start think­ 
ing now about proposing an amendment 
As if the new reapportionment plan weren t 
baffling enough tor voters, along come* Secre- 
farv of State Tod Brown with word that Ohioans 
are going to have to elect two state auditors 
next year. 
The siuation arises because of the death in 
W64 of Auditor Roger Tracy. The current audi­ 
tor. Roger Cloud, was appointed by Gov. James 
A Rhodes last summer and has announced lie 
Will seek election to the full four-year term. 


TROUBUE IS that the auditor's office, like 


111 other statewide elective posts, is set up 
under the Ohio Constitution, which has this to 
•ay about vacancies: 


. 
Every mh4i vacancy shall be filled by 


♦lection at the first general election for the 
•ffice which is vacant, that occurs more than 
in days after the vacancy shall have occurred. 
The perV>n elected shall fill the office for the 
•nexpired term." 


Secretary- of State Brown interpreted tins ihe 
enly way he could. Someone will have to be 
elected to complete the auditor’s term running 
from the November election to the start of the 
full term Jan. 9. 1967. 
This means there must be two elections -one 
for the short term, one for the full term. 
Unlimited potential for chaos and disrupted 
continuity in one of the state’s most Important 


( ttioes is created by a constitutional provision 
that should be removed 
Mr (’loud or whoever else runs for the full 
’crm could tile for the short term, too. But 
ho til he and the only announced Democrat, 
Thomas Ferguson are understandably reluct­ 
ant to try it. 
Voters contused b\ seeing the same names 
on the ballot for two jobs might elect one candi­ 
date for the short term, another for the full 
term. Providing they are nominated. Messrs. 
Cloud and Furguson would be gambling four 
years against a few weeks. 
And suppose, for the sake of argument, that 
Mr Cloud is not nominated in May and that 
two separate candidates are elected to hie wo 
terms in November. This would mean Ohio 
would have three different men running i.ie 
auditor’s office in the span of about eight weeks. 


FORTUNATELY, this section of the Ohio Con­ 
stitution doesn’t often come into play. But ev­ 
ery time it does, it creates more problems than 
it solves, which isn’t the way a constitution is 
supposed to operate 
Ohioans thought the auditor's office important 
enough to designate it a four-year post long 
before the governor or any other state official 
was elected for more than two years. Now, all 
are four-year jobs and the same vacancy po- 
vision of the constitution applies to each. 
In the interest of good government, the next 
General Assembly .4iould give Ohio voters a 
chance to fix this quirk in their constitution. 
A simple amendment that would permit on« 
person to fill both die unexpired and full term 
of office in one election would do it.

Twenty centurie* ago, in a stable in Bethle­ 
hem, a son was born to a carpenter of Nazareth 
and his wife. 
Since that time men have proclaimed t h e 
event a turning point in the history of the 
world To Christians God mysteriously became 
man m the lowly person of an itinerant teacher 
who was nailed to a cross at Jerusalem when a 
Roman governor yielded to the clamor of a 
riotous mob which had demanded execution. 
According to the Gospels, that carpenter * 
son. Jesus Christ, triumphed over death and. 
through His teachings and example, revealed 
the way to eternal life So it is that each year 
his followers celebrate his birth with Christmas 
trees, tinsel, carols, gifts and Christian devo 
tion. ft s a celebration of Christianity's faith in 
the promise of peace on earth, goodwill to men 
For Christians, the most convincing proof of 
that prmise is the survival of C irist's chur< hes 
and His followers. Though these churches have 
been splintered and divided, they remain the 
most durable of man’s institutions 
Thougu Christ s followers have been perse­ 
cuted by crucifixions, stoning*, even being 
thrown to lions, their faith has endured 


AT ONE TIM E, the celebration of Christmas 
was banned, even in England In 1647. Oliver 
Cromwell and his Puritans decided people were 
having too good a time and put an end to the 
celebration It wasn’t until the rei :ri oi Charles 
II (1660-1685» that the ban was lifted. 


In the United States, traditional Christmas 


customs were suppressed at first, »as in Eng­ 
land under the Commonwealth» because oi the 
Puritan objection to their pagan origin 
But 


since the middle of the 19th century, the cele­ 
bration« have become increasingly popular and 
commercialized. 


Today, behind the Iron Curtain, an atheistic 


authoritanism has forced many churches back 
to the catacombs in the Western World, there 
is arising a disturbing element wiLnn the (J»iri>- 
tian churches themselves 


IN ENGLAND, in a controversial book, the 
author writes that “ Jesus, believing hifnse . to 
be the promised Mssiah, schemed throughout his 
life to manipulate the people so that the Old 
Testament prophecies would be fulfilled." 


According to this author a ><*holar living in 
London, Jesus, knowing that the church had to 
be found**d on the fulfillment of the prophecies, 
planned their fulfilment in the minutest detail, 
even arranging that he be crucified on Friday, 
knowing that because of the Jewish Sabbath the 
next day, He would be ‘aken from the cross 
within a few hours before the last spark of 
life expired 
The event* of Passion Week are described 
by the writer as a nightmarish conception and 
undertaking, the outcome ot the frightening 
logic of a sick mind or a genius. 
News dispatches report that the book is dis­ 
turbing" many churcnmen m England 
The book is not yet in circulation in this 
country and the meagei review« and news ac­ 
counts do not reveal whether the author ex­ 
plains how Jesus arranged for His birth m trie 
Bethlehem manger; or fot the Heavenly Host; 
or the visit of the Wi'-r Men: or the flight into 
Egypt; or His confrontation with the rabbis m 
the temple at Jerusalem. 
All of these events took place by the time He 
was 12 years old — hardly 
an age at which a 
boy would be plotting such things. 


ANOTHER CONCERN of church leader« in 
Western Europe is how to evangelize “ po-t- 
Christian pagans“ for Witom towering cathed­ 
rals are museums rather than centers ol a liv­ 
ing faith " 
The situation has reached such a state that 
the German philosopher and publisher Gerhard 
Szeczesny has felt compelled to observe that 
"one good salesman with a sufficient gift of 
gab and ver-ed in the more recent tueological 
adaptations might well be capable of converting 
the European masses to Islam " 
In addition to threats from atheists and di­ 
visive forces within the church body itself, man­ 
kind’s hopes for the Christmas spirit of peace 
on earth are beset by violence in the juvenile 
world. Department store toy lands are filled with 
war toys — 
cannons, bazookas, 
model GI 
equipment, warplanes and battleships Violence 
also is the main fare in the TV 
menu for 
children. 
SOMEHOW, despite all its trials and distrac­ 
tions, the spirit of Christmas cannot be broken 
down altogether.

These are 
comDrised chiefly of the famous specialists at 
larqe medical centers who charge their occa­ 
sional equally famous and wealthy patients 
(such as the Duke of Windsor) an exceptionally 
large fee 
It usually goes unmentioned that 


Ihes« tame specialist* do hundred* of charity 


operations in the hospitals where they work. 
On the other hand the physicians in a county 
such as ours go by a fee schedule published by 
the County Medical Society, with the only 
exception being that a reduced fee. and in 
many cases no fee, is charged in cases where 
legitimate hardship is known. 1 challenge you 
to name a group of professional men who do 
more charity work than the physicians

Christmas 
Cease-Fire 


Why have the Communists — who don t be­ 
lieve in Christmas — proposed for that day a 
fru< e m the fighting in Viet Nam? Is it a means 
of getting a longer truce, during which rein­ 
forcements could be brought 
up for later attacks? Will it 
turn out to be the start of a 
Korean-type armistice without 
a peace agreement ever being 
made? 
The United States govern 
ment came to the conclusion 
J 
that 11 as worthwhile to test 
i out the motives behind the 
offer of a truce bv announcing 
Obi Id L»wf»K* .. 
, 
, 
an acceptance of it and order 
ing a 30-hour cease fire Whether tiie truce on 
the holiday celebrated throughout Christendom 
will be prolonged for a longer time, depends on 
the real purpose of the cease fire. It could be 
that die holiday truce has back of it a plan to 
bring about a lengthy parley. Up to now it has 
been found difficult to do this because of a de­ 
sire on each side not to give the impression of 
w ukness by initiating tiie negotiations 
Once there is a cease-fire, however, consul­ 
tations could begin in neutral capitals of the 
world So the real question is whether the Com­ 
munists want a longer cease-fire and will be 
amenable to an extension while plans for nego­ 
tiations are discussed. 


THE UNITED STATES takes little risk in 
agreeing to the North Vietnamese offer The 
military commanders at Saigon will keep their 
men on the alert even during the truce. 
It could be. of course, that the Communists 
have about made up their minds that a Korean 
kind of cease-fire would not be such a bad thing 
to try. After all, what the 1953 armistice be­ 
tween North and South Korea did was merely 
to establish a cease-fire. It’s still in effect, and 
no agreement has been reached since then on 
any of the vita! issues — such as reunification— 
which were in dispute before the fighting be­ 
gan. No guarantee against a resumption of ag­ 
gression has ever been given, and there are 
armies along the 38th Parallel which still stan d 
guard, even though more than 12 years have 
elapsed since the fighting was interrupted by 
mutual consent. 
So far as tiie United States is concerned, such 
e development in Viet Nam would not be wholly 
unpalatable because the argument used to jus- 
tify American intervention is that the Commun 
iat aggression must be stopped. 


IF AGGRESSION 1S suspended indefinitely 
without any pledge being given, the main ob­ 
jective will, in effect, have been attained for 
the time being. As for the Communist guerrillas 
who have infiltrated Soulh Viet Nam, they prob­ 
ably would be forced out gradually if a lengthy 
cease fire were arranged. 
This theory of the purpose of the cease fire 
may 
be demolished 
by developments after 
Christmas. It may turn out that the Communist 
idea was merely to gam time for reorganiza­ 
tion of the military campaign but it would be 
difficult for the North Vietnamese leaders to 
convince the world they really want peace if 
when given a dramatic chance to participate in 
a longer cease-fire, they threw it away. 


TO ENGAGE in a peace parley of indefinite 
atlon WIth°ut actually coming to an agree- 
ment pledging a non-agression course would 
mean no loss of prestige to the North Viet­ 
namese and at the same time would avoid the 
growing cost of active warfare 
Would tiie South Vietnamese and the United 
States governments be content with such a stale­ 
mate or would there be an insistence on fighting 
it out. There certainly would be a demand by 
■he United States that the forces of tiie Com 
munists be withdrawn . at least pending further 
conferences 10 be undertaken by the govern­ 
ments to whom was entrusted the task of carrv- 
mg out tiie 1954 agreement signed in Geneva.

In KKK Strongholds 


Southern Negroes 
Plan 'Black' Noel 


NATCHEZ, Miss. (AP> - On 
thf eve of Christmas, Negroes 
plan new marches in two Mis­ 
sissippi strongholds of the Ku 
Klux Klan to dramatize their 
“ Black Christmas” protest. 
The marches coincide with 
Christmas - buying boycotts in 
Natchez and Fayette, 25 miles 
to the north. 


Even as Charles Evers ex* 
horted crowds Thursday night, 
the Grand Dragon of the United 
Klans of America swore out an 
affidavit 
charging 
Natchez 
Police Chief J. T. Robinson with 
willful neglect of duiv. 
The segregationist maneuver 
came after civil rights chief­ 
tains ordered a renewed boycott 
against merchants in Natchez- 
accusing them of violating a 
three-week-old treaty on racial 
differences. 
Evers, field director of the 
National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People, 
scheduled the Christmas Eve 
march in Fayette to dramatize 
a boycott similar to one which 


! shackled the economv of Natch­ 
ez, until it ended Dec. 3. 


Sixty state troopers were or­ 
dered into the tense rural town 
) to keep order during the demon- 
' st rat ion—which 
Evers 
said 
would include 2.000 marchers. 
Evers told his followers thev 
I must go on the streets of Natch­ 
ez, later in the day unless two 
policemen involved in a racial 
flareup Wednesday were fired 
"Don’t carrv guns, knives or 
I sticks,” he said 
The affidavit bv Klan Dragon 
E L McDaniel charged Robin­ 
son with refusal to arrest per­ 
sons violating state laws. The 
specifics of the charges were 
not learned 
Natchez had been calm since 
the Dec. 3 agreement until the 
fist fight Wednesday resulted in 
charges ranging from assault 
and battery to disturbing the 
peace.
